Cable TV changes limit his options 


To the editor: 

Because I am a subscriber to 
the ‘‘Showtime. Channel,” I 
recently received a_letter from 
CenCom Cable Co. which 
announced ‘‘CenCom Cable Tele- 
vision is in the process of 
expanding the services to be 
delivered to our subscribers...we 
are replacing the ‘starbase’ 
adapter currently being used 
with the converter on your tele- 
vision set.’’ 

A $15 service charge was 
established if the customer want- 
ed CenCom to install the new 
equipment. ; 

My first concern was that I 
was being required to spend my 
time to ‘upgrade’? CenCom’s 
equipment. I reluctantly 
unhooked-my old ‘‘descrambler’’ 
and proceeded to CenCom's tem- 
porary local office, wondering 
what the ‘‘expanded .services” 
would be. 

I soon became more con- 
cerned with what I would be los- 
ing, rather than what I would be 
gaining.-I-am. writing this~so 
those people still receiving Cen- 
Com’s letters will be better pre- 
pared for what they are about to 
encounter. 

As I listened to the CenCom 
representative describe the func- 
tion-of-the -new—equipment,-and. 
the way in which I would need 
to wire it into my VCR and TV, 
several ‘‘negatives’’ became 
apparent. First of all, this was 
not a simple “replacing” of the 
starbase converter as CenCom’s 
letter had described. 

If you currently subscribe to 
HBO, The Movie Channel or oth- 
er ‘‘premium’’ services, you 
may need to choose between 
these services and your remote 
control channel switching capa- 











bilities. If you currently record 
programs on several channels 
while not at home, you may lose 
this capability also. 

Much of the problem is due to 
the fact that more channels — 
all premiam channels, I think — 
are being scrambled. The des- 
erambler requires a manual 
channel selector. 

Those of us who have VCRs 
and want to record one channel 
(including premium channels) 
while watching another channel 
(including premium channels) 
will need to install two sets of 
converter/descramblers. 

Basically, you will need anoth- 
er power outlet and will have to 
find space for two more pieces 
of equipment. If you currently 
enjoy remote channel switching, 
you will lose it on both your VCR 
and TV. 

CenCom says_remote control 
Remember, how- 
ever, are now talking 
about two converters. How will 
we remote-switch the TV and 
NOT change the channel on the 
VCR (which may be recording 
another channel) at the same 
time? 

Those of us who program our 
VCRs to record shows at several 
different times, on several .dif- 
ferent-channels, will-be-forced to 
choose between flexible pro- 
gramming and being able to 
record the ‘‘premium” channels 
(HBO, Movie Channel, Disney 
Channel, Showtime, Cardinal 
baseball, etc.). 

The problem here is that since 
more channels will be scram- 
bled, and the. descrambler 
requirés the manual channel 
selector to be installed ‘‘upline’’ 
from the VCR, the VCR must be 
tuned only to channel 3. You can

Personally, I subscribe to 
HBO, The Movie Channel and 
Showtime. I fully intended to 
subscribe to the Cardinal Base- 
ball Channel while-at CenCom's 
temporary office. After my dis- 
coveries, I decided to assess my 
needs before taking any further 
action. : 

Though the CenCom represen- 
tatives — who were very Ponte, 
by the way — will probably not 
suggest it; dropping all premium 
services which require the des- 
crambler/converter is one way 
to retain your remote control 
and VCR programming capabili- 
ties. 

As I understand it, basic cable 
channels can still be received by 
a ‘cable ready” TV or VCR 
without the need for the des- 
crambler and converter. 

In my opinion, the consumer 
is being inconvenienced so Cen- 
Com can scramble more chan- 
nels. Of course, CenCom justifies 
it-all by pointing: to thernew pre- 
mium services they will be ‘‘sell- 
ing’’ us. I believe these are total- 
ly separate issues.

IRS Notice 703 was included 
with Form SSA-1099, and this 
worksheet can be used to_see if 
any benefits are subject to tax. 

Up to half of a n’s Social 
Security benefits may be subject 


to tax if his or her combined’ 
income — taxable income plus 
non-taxable interest plus half of 
the Social Security benefits — 
exceeds a base amount: 

*$25,000 if the person files-as a 
single taxpayer; 

*$32,000 for a married couple 
filing jointly; or 

*$0 for a married person filing 
@ separate return if he or she 
lived with his or her spoiise dur.

Other than f.

Peterbilt, rust is the most seri- 
ous malady that can beset a car. 

An engine can be rebuilt and a 

_crunched fender can _be_pounded. 
out. 

But once the steel is corroded— 
away, about the only thing to do 
is weld in new steel—an expen- 
sive and sometimes impossible 
task. 

Most cars are made primaril: 
of steel. Steel is an iron oxi 
that has been heated up, Soe 
bined with carbon and then 
cooled. But the iron in steel 
doesn’t ticularly like its new 
inearnation._It would prefer_to 
regress to simple iron. oxide— 
rust—by mating with some oxy- 
gen 

On many cars, that regression 
happens all too quickly. In as lit- 
tle as three years, some cars 
will show dreaded rust-through 
perforation. 

In the December 1986 issue of 
Road_& Track magazine, Julian 
Schmidt reports a car in Montre- 
al is-living in an environment 
25.5 times more corrosive to its ~ 
body than a car in Dallas. Even 
in paradise, a car isn’t safe; 
Hawaii—is—worse~than~any~ spot 
on the mainland. 

What-makes_these_ places_so 
harmful to a car body's health is 
an abundance of moisture and 
salt. Moisture is an excellent 
marriage broker (or ‘‘electro- 
lyte’?) for oxygen and iron. Add 
a dash of salt, whether it’s sprin- 
kled on roads to melt snow or 
arrives airborne from the ocean, 
and you get a super, fast-acting 
electrolyte. 

But there are ways to nip this 
blossoming romance in the bud. 
First, buy a car that has plenty 
of galvanized panels. That 
means the steel is coated on 
both sides with zinc. When salt 
and moisture attack, they react 
first with the zinc, thereby spar- 
ing the steel. 

The problem is paint doesn't 
like to stick to galvanized steel. 
But several: auto makers are 
confident they’ve solved this 
problem. Audi has begun to gal- 
vanize all the sheet metal on its 
new 5000 sedans General 
Motors, Porsche, Saab and Volvo’ 
are also using many galvanized 
metal panels in their cars.

Undercoating is not rustproof- 
ing; it’s a sound-deadener. In 
fact, it can. promote.rust. ifthe 
undéreoating traps moisture and 
salt. 

Unlike undercoating, which is 
a sort of asphalt, rustproofing 
material is Hnappesling. stuff. 
It’s slimy, non-drying and yiscid. 
That's so it will slither into the 
smallest crevice and stay forev- 
er. : 

The two major names in the 
rustproofing usiness, Rusty 
Jones and Ziebart, use different 
methods of application. Rusty 
Jones inserts a wand into a body 
cavity, such as a-door, and 
sprays an atomized solution. Zie- 
bart drills holes in the body and 
injects a heavy sealant by \air- 
less means. 

Either way, Schmidt aie 
car owners to find’ out how much 
sealant is used by a rustproofer. 
No car can be adequately pro- 
tected without the application of 
at least 2 gallons. 

Check the rustproofer’s war- 
ranty before signing up for treat; 
ment. It should be for the entire 
car and its life. Beware of war- 
ranties stipulating ‘‘area 
sprayed,” which’ means that’ if 
the rustproofer neglects to spray 
an area, you're out of luck when 
it rusts. 

Finally, after the job is done, 
shine a flashlight in all the holes 
you can find. If sealant isn’t 
everywhere, take it back and 
make the applier do’ the ‘job 
right. 

‘A good job will run about ‘$300. 
If that seems high, check ‘the 
prices of body work these days.

A breakdown of students 
enrolled in teacher education 
showed that about 10 percent of 
them--are from racial/ethnic 
minority backgrounds, . including 
just over 7 percent blacks and 
slightly more than 2 percent His- 
panies-- Minorities comprise aob- 

15 percent of the current 
teaching force, with 13 percent 
black teachers, 1.5 percent His- 
panic teachers and less than 0.5 
percent other mnorities. At the 
same time, one-third of the stu- 
dents in public elementary and 
secondary schools. are from 
racial/ethnic minority groups. 

This: disparity is even more 
dramatic when the predominant- 
ly minority Chicago and East St. 
Louis school districts are exclud- 
ed. In all other districts in the 
state, only 4 percent of the 
teachers ‘are from. minority 
“groups (3.3 percent blacks and 
0.5° percent Hispanics), con- 
trasted with 15 percent minority 
students. 

“Facts borne out by this study 
highlight the importance of 
recruiting substantially greater 
numbers of minority teachers to 
staff’ our classrooms," State 
Superintendent Ted~ Sanders 
said. ‘‘The Committee on the 
Importance of Teaching as a 
Profession, created by the board 

« last year, is focusing on minority 
recruitment needs."” 

There are also dramatic dif- 
ferences in the number and _pro- 
portion of minority students 
enrolled in the 12 public college 
ant. university teacher education 
programs in Hlinois. 

Those 12 programs account for 
about 76 percent of all new 
tedchers and 90 percent of all 
new. minority’ teachers: prepared 
in the-state. 

The-four universities that pro- 


duce most of the state’s teachers 
— Illinois State University, Nor- 
mal; Northern Ulinois Universi- 
ty, DeKalb; Eastern Illinois Uni- 
versity, Charleston; and the 
University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign — prepare 42 per- 
cent of the new teachers but 
only 17 percent of the new 
minority teachers. 

More than 62 percent of the 
black teachers graduate from 
one of three schools — Chicago 
State University, Chicago; West-.. 
ern Illinois University, Macomb; 
and Southern Illinois University, 
Edwardsville. And about 56 per- 
cent of Hispanic teachers gradu- 
ate from Western Illinois, 
Macomb; Northeastern Illinois, 
Chicago; and the University of 
Illinois, Chicago. 

The study also takes-a look at 
the subject areas chosen by 
teachers: Blacks and Hispanics 
both tend to become elementary 
teachers or guidance and coun- 
seling personnel. Blacks also fre- 
quently-ehoose special education, 
particularly the educable men- 
tally handicapped portion, and 
business education. Hispanics 
also tend to teach bilingual edu- 
cation and Spanish education. 

The section of the study focus- 
ing on teacher shortage and 
oversupply indicates current and 
future shortages will likely be in 
special education, mathematics, 
natural sciences, foreign lan- 
guages and bilingual education. 

Meanwhile, health education, 
physical education, the social 
sciences and elementary instruc- 
tion will continue to experience 
relative excesses in supply. 

The study indicated that: 

—_ Almost four times as many 
teachers are female as male. 

Various proficiency require- 
ments, particuarly reading, 
mathematics and writing, are 
used extensively for admission 
to teacher education. 

— ‘Among teacher education 
students, almost one-third come 
from large central cities, a third 
are from suburban metropolitan 
areas and the remaining third 
are from more sparsely populat- 
ed areas. 

— Over-60 percent of all 
teacher education students 


“receive some form of financial 


aid. 

— Teacher education students 
tend to be older thatthe typical 
undergraduate student, even 
though they don’t - necessarily 
enter teacher education pro- 
grams at later college levels.
